This Book A of the bound series of deed records in the custody of 
the Cireult Clerk, Arkansas County, Arkansas, in the courthouse for the 
Southern District at DeWitt is a large beok with entries on only the 
first twenty-six pages. 


The first twenty-four pages apparently were entered by James 5. 
Many whe signs "Commandant Civil and Military of the District of Ark- 
ansas”, The instrument on page 25 apparently was entered by Stephen 
Worrell who identifies himself as “Civil Commandant of the District of 
Arkansas", The last entry on page 26 appears to have been entered by 
Robert Weir Osborn whose signature is followed by "Civil Commandant of 
the District of Arkansas”. 


This is not the book of records that imaediately precedes those 
entered in Book B of the bound series of deed books at DeWitt. These 
records, dating 1908 - 1814, are incomplete, loose and alse in the 
custody of the Circuit Blerk. They have been microfilmed by the 
Arkansas History Commission, Little Rock, The continuity of entries 
between these unbound records and Deed Book B is unbroken.
